Will Rely on Women’s Aid 
In Strike, Say s Union Head 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
20.—Women 
will be relied on to help win the na­ 
tion-wide strike against 
the 
United 
States Steel Corporation, scheduled to 
'begin Monday , according to Chief Or­ 
ganizer John Fitzpatrick. 
“Women investigators will be sent 
into the homes of strikers to see what 
help can be eiven ¡by the union organ­ 
izations and to keep up the morale of 
the wives and daughters of the stirk- 
ers, ’ said Fitzpatrick. 
Fitzpatrick today was on his way 
to Chicago, following conferences here 
y esterday with President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
In reply to a direct question as to 
whether the A. F. of L. would give

lamb, 5 per cent; bacon, flour, corn 
flakes,

canned peas and canned tomatoes, one 
per cent each and cream of wheat, ba­ 
nanas, less than one half of one per 
cent. 
Lard prices were unchanged. 
Ex cept for meat prices, increases it 
was noted, were in the articles most 
largely used.

ha ving rega rd for the traffic and use 
cf the highwa y , and no person shall 
opera te a vehicle in the highwa y at 
such a rate of speed a s . to enda nger 
the lit', limb or property of a ny one. 
Subject to this rule, the speed limits 
a re a s follows: 
1— Jt is a lw a y s unla wful to exceed 
35 m iles per hour.

H is unla wful to exceed 30 m iles 
per hour, except in the da y time and 
except when the driver ha s a clea r 
viev. of the highwa y a hea d of him and 
of all highw a y s intersecting it within 
40b feet a hea d of him to a dista nce of

5- It is unla wful to exceed 15 miles 
pc-r hour in a pproa ching railroad cro ss­ 
ings at grade, or a pproa ching or cro ss­ 
ing an intersecting highw a y or in go­ 
ing around curves w hen in a ny of 
these ca ses the driver’s view is ob­ 
structed.

Declares Real Pro fit Sharing Is One That Pro mo tes Tho ro ugh 
and Efficient Co -o peratio n o f Emplo y er and 
Emplo y e In Many Businesses 


New York. — ( Sp e c ia l) — Speaking at 
the annual 
meeting of 
the National 
C ivic Federation on '‘ Profit Sharing, or 


the W orke r’s F air Share, " George W. 
Perkin s said, in part: 
“Th e W orker’s Fair Sh are” h as been 
a real problem ever since th e world 
began. 
It h as ch anged greatly as civ­ 
ilization 
h as 
progressed, 
and 
lias 
crowded h arder and h arder for solution 
as intelligence and 
education 
h ave 
spread and broadened. 
Th e worker’s fair sliare was an un­ 
solved problem wh en th e expression 
th a t designated th e relationsh ip be­ 
tween th e man of capital and th e man 
of labor w as “owner and slave.” 
It 
si ill existed wh en th e expression of 
relationsh ip became “m aster and man.” 
It still exists in th ese days, wh en th e 
expression of relationsh ip is “employer 
and employee.” Th ese very ch anges in 
th e expressions used to designate th e 
relationsh ip between capital and labor 
sh ow th at steady progress 
lias 
been 
made toward solving th e problem of 
th e w orker’s fair sh are. 
I take it th a t everyone believes th at 
we cannot go back to th e old condi­ 
tions; th at we must move forward to 
an even better relationsh ip th an th at 
expressed by th e term “employer and 
employee.” 
You ask: 
“ Wh at is th is 
new er relationsh ip to be and wh at term* 
will express it?” 
1 answer th at I be 
lieve it must be “partners.” 
If I am 
righ t, th en th e next question is h ow 
can th is relationsh ip be worked out 
so as to bring th e best results to all 
concerned? 
Twenty-five years ago I became con­ 
vinced th at only th rough profit sh aring 
th at was real, h onest and open could 
we h ope to find anyth ing like a satis­ 
factory and perm anent meth od of a r­ 
riving at th e w orker's fair sh are. 


Profit Sh arin g Not Philanthropy. 
I do not look upon profit sh aring 
as ph ilanth ropy or a form of benevo­ 
lence. I do not put it in tlie same class 
with gifts at Ch ristmas-time or bonuses 
at tlie end of th e year. 
I do not ap­ 
prove or believe In any plan th at even 
savors of giving a man someth ing for 
noth ing. 
Th e profit sh aring I believe In is th e 
kind th at is r e a l; th e kind th at pro­ 
motes th orough and efficient co-opera­ 
tion between employer and employee; 
th e 
kind 
th at 
makes 
partners 
of 
employees; th e sort of profit sh aring 
th at is practiced between partners in a 
business. 
Anyth ing sh ort of th is is 
bound to result in 
failure 
and will 
widen rath er th an narrow th e breach 
between employer and employee. 
Close observation, coupled with con­ 
siderable experience, 
lias 
convinced 
me th at practically all th e m any fail­ 
ures in profit sh aring, both 
in 
th is 
country and in Europe, h ave occurred 
because at bottom th e plans were not 
h onestly devised nor equitably worked 
out. 
In th e past th e man wh o was not ed­ 
ucated or trained to th ink independ­ 
ently struck because h e wanted $2 a 
day if h e was only getting $1.75, and 
for quite a period labor differences 
were settled on th is basis. 
I believe 
th at we are rapidly passing out of th at 
period, for our laboring people are so 
well educated and so able to th ink in­ 
dependently th at, in many cases, th ey 
are no longer striking for a definite in­ 
crease in wages, h ut for wh at th ey re­ 
gard as a fairer proportion of th e 
profits of th e business in wh ich th ey 
are engaged. 
If I am righ t about th is, th en we are 
rapidly leaving beh ind th e period wh en 
labor disputes could be settled by a 
mere increase in wages and are enter­ 
ing th e period wh en profit sh aring in 
some form must be practiced. 
Outline of a 
Correct 
Profit- Sharing 
Plan. 
A good m any years of actual experi­ 
ence h ave made me very optimistic re­ 
garding profit-sh aring plans worked 
out along tlie following lines: 
F irst—Every business lias, first of 
all, to earn operating expenses, de­ 
preciation and fair returns on h onest 
capitalization. 
Second—I believe th at every busi­ 
ness sh ould consider th at tlie compen­ 
sation paid employees is for tlie pur­ 
pose of earning a sum of money suffi­ 
cient 
to 
pay 
th e 
above-mentioned 
items. 
Th ird—I believe th at any profits 
over and above such sum sh ould, on 
some percentage basis, be divided be­ 
tween tlie capital used In th e business 
and th e employees engaged in th e busi­ 
ness. 
Fourth —I believe th at In neith er 
case sh ould th ese profits be immedi­ 
ately with drawn from th e business; 
th a t th ey sh ould be left In th e business 
for a reasonable length of time to pro­ 
tect and increase its financial strength 
and safety ; tlwt in th e case of capital 
its sh are of th ese profits sh ould be 
carried to surplus; th at in th e case 
of employees th eir sh are of th ese prof­ 
its sh ould be distributed to th em in 
some form of security representing an 
interest in th e business, and th a t each 
employee sh ould h e required to h old 
such security for a x-easonable length 
of time, say th ree to five years. 
F ifth —I believe th at th e employees’ 
sh are of th ese profits sh ould be allotted 
to th em as nearly as possible on th e 
basis of th e compensation th ey re­ 
ceive. 
Up to date th is h as proved to 
be th e best meth od. 
Results Attained by a Proper Plan. 
Now, let us see w h at such a plan 
m eans: In th e first place, it means 
th at under such an arrangem ent each 
employee becomes a working partner 
in th e business. 
He is on th e same 


footing as th e financial partners, for 
i f th e concern is a partnersh ip with , 
say, four or five members, th e partners 
th emselves are drawing out each year 


wh at, in a way, migh t h o called sala­ 
ries, viz., approximately th e amount 
of money necessary to meet th eir gen­ 
eral living expenses, leaving th eir sur­ 
plus profits in th e business. Any part­ 
nersh ip or any profit-sh aring plan th at 
divided up th e profits and with drew 
th em in cash at th e end of every year 
could not last very long. 
W h y Some 
Profit- Sharing Plans Fall 
Many profit-sh aring plans h ave divid­ 
ed profits with employees on a cash 
basis and turned th e money over to th e 
employees every so often, usually once 
a year. 
Th e result h as been th at if a 
man earning $1,000 a year 
received 
$200 at th e end of tlie year from a 
profit-sh aring plan, h e promptly lifted 
h is living expenses from a $1,000 basts 
to a $1,200 basis, and began to look 
upon ids income as $1,200 rath er th an 
$1,000, and th e extra $200 did little to 
Increase h is activity und efficiency, or 
to promote h is intellectual efforts lu 
tlie business concerned. 
Th en if a period came wh en busi­ 
ness was dull or poor and h e did not 
get th e extra $200, h e found fault with 
th e owners of th e business and became 
grouch y and inclined to lose interest 
in h is work. 
Little real substantial benefit comes 
from a profit-sh aring plan wh ere th e 
profits are paid out in cash , except 
perh aps wh ere a man uses th e money 
toward buying a h ome. 
Full Publicity Nced.d About the B u si­ 
ness. 
In establish ing profit sh aring it is 
of th e utmost importance th at th e 
entire organization, th e wage and sal­ 
ary earners, know 
in 
advance 
ex­ 
actly wh at th ey are expected to ac­ 
complish . 
1 mean by th is 
th at, on 
entering a new 
year, 
th ey 
sh ould 
know exactly wh at th e preceding year’s 
accomplish ments h ave been. 
Th e an­ 
nual statem ent of th e concern sh ould 
be full and explicit, so th at every man 
engaged in th e enterprise will know 
w h at business was done in th e pre­ 
ceding year and on wh at basis profits 
were and are to be distributed. 
Som e Obj ections to the Plan Answered. 
Many people h ave said t<> m e: “Oh , 
but it takes a long wh ile for a man 
wh o is only saving a small sum each 
year to acquire much of a financial in­ 
terest in tlie concern by wh ich be is 
employed.” 
I h ave always found th at 
such criticism comes from someone 
wh o h as not given sufflcent th ough t to 
th e subject, for a small interest means 
as much to th e m an h aving a com­ 
paratively small salary as a large in­ 
terest does to th e man of large affairs. 
Let us summarize some of th e ad­ 
vantages of th is meth od of profit sh ar­ 
ing: 
F irst—Tt Is real, It is genuine. 
Th e 
organization as a wh ole, and each indi­ 
vidual in it* h as a definite goal for th e 
year’s work. Th ey know at th e begin­ 
ning of a year h ow much money must 
be earned to cover w h at we will call 
fixed ch arges; th ey know th at th ey are 
being paid salaries to earn th ose fixed 
ch arges; th ey know th at th ey sh are 
in all tlie profits over and above th ose 
fixed ch arges, and th ey know' tlie basis 
on wh ich th ey sh are, and th at th e 
amount of such profits largely depends 
on th e individual and collective effort 
of each individual in th e organization. 
Th is in itself is of great practical 
value to th e business from a dollur- 
and-cent standpoint. 
Second—Having reach ed 
th e goal 
set, th e money over and above th e sal­ 
aries th ey are paid—in oilier words, 
th eir profits—are invested in th e busi­ 
ness in wh ich th ey are engaged and 
on wh ich th eir wh ole time and th ough t 
and energy sh ould be centered. 
Profit sh aring on th e basis I favor 
is sometimes objected to by men or 
concerns wh o do not wish to let even 
th eir own empoyees know h ow little or 
h ow much money th ey are making each 
year. 
If th ey are not making enough 
money and th e business is running on 
a close margin each year, th en by all 
means th ey sh ould set th eir situation 
before th eir men, adopt such a profit- 
sh aring plan as I h ave outlined, and 
get th e genuine eo operation of every 
mun towards increasing th e profits und 
putting th e business in a prosperous 
condition. 
Tlie man wh o is running on a small 
margin and making little profit may 
object to making h is business affairs 
public property, on th e ground th at h e 
would h e putting a weapon in th e h ands 
of h is competitors. 
Such a m an’s best 
protection against h is competitors is a 
loyal, closely knit organization of th e 
h igh est efficiency, and th is im portant 
advantage h e can only secure th rough 
a bona fide profit-sh aring plan. 
As for th e man wh o is making so 
m uch money th at lie is afraid to let even 
h is own employees know h ow much 
lie Is making, to th at man I say th at 
h e is a mun wh o, more th an any oth er, 
is responsible for th e serious differ­ 
ences today existing between capital 
and labor, for with th e growing intel­ 
ligence of tlie masses, h ow can h e ex­ 
pect such a situation to continue? 
As for tlie man wh o is making large 
profits but wh o objects to profit sh aring 
on th e ground th at h e w ants to put 
th ose profits away against th e day 
wh en business may be poor, to such a 
man, I say th at h e h ad better use 
some of th ose profits to more deeply in­ 
terest h is men in h is business, and do 
th is to such an exteut th at if th e dark 
days come h e cau be pretty certain 
th a t h is men will stand by th e busi­ 
ness In a way th at capital alone never 
can. 
P rofit s h a r ing on 
th e b a s is I fa v or la 
a lso som e tim e s ob je c te d to b y c onc e rns 
w h ose s e c u ritie s a re closely h eld. 
T h e re 
a r e m a ny w a ys to ob v ia te th is difficulty. 
S om e c onc e rns can inc re a se th e ir c a pita l. 
O th e rs th a t c annot, or th a t c a nnot do so 
for a tim e, c a n ob v ia te th e difficulty b y 
is s u ing c e rtific a te s of pa rtic ipa tion th a t 
w ill dra w th e Bam e pe rc e nta g e of profit 
a s th e re g u la r s e c u ritie s o f th e b usine ss.
